Dentist Advises Use of Milk 


Diet Lacking 
in Calcium and Phosphorous 
At the Board of Trade meeting 
Wallace Seccombe, Dean of 
the Faculty of Dentistry of the Unl- 
versity of Toronto, took issue with 
the. suggestion of Dr. J. Sim Wallace, 
of England, who has been lecturing 
throughout Canuda that milk should 
not be continued in the diet beyond 
two years of age. after the deciduous 
teeth have erupted. Dean Seccombe 


stated that the average modern dict 


is generally lacking in the essential 
elements of calcium and phosphorous 
and urged that milk be continued in 
the dict of children and also of adults 
because tt contains in average serv 
the vite] ¢lements than 
food. 

It was also stated by Dr. Seceombe 
that the teeth of the nation were suf- 
r-indulgence in sweets 
and soft foods. Milk is an exeecllent | 
food but should not be used for soak- 
ing other articles of diet. The food 
should be so prepared that thorough 
necessary, and 
this will assist materially in main- 
taining dental health.

Management Of - | 
Bees In Spring 


Expert Advice is Given by Dominion 
Apiarist 
Following are some pointers given 


; by Mr. ©. B. Gooderham, Dominion 


Apiarist, in Bulletin No. 74 of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 

Cellar-wintered bees should nol be 
moved before pollen and nectar are 
iailable. The right ilme is when 
the first willows show pollen or when 
outdoor wintered bees start bringing 
in new supplies. Shelter from cold 
winds is desirable. 

Remove either In the evenings or 
early in the morning or on a dull 
day. Close the entrances when moy- 
ing bees from cellar and when the 
filling is removed reduce the entrance 
to two inches. 

Colonies may be examined on a 
warm day when the bees are flying 
freely. To those having less than 
fifteen or twenty pounds of stores, 
fecd) sugar syrup or combs of honey 


saved from the previous year, 


Don’t equalize stores unless tho 
apiary is free from disease and never 
feed honey from an unknown source. 
A good beekeeper seldom has to do 
any feeding in spring, sufficient hav- 
ing been done in the fall. 

Unite colonies that are queenless 


or have drone-producing queens to 

colonies having fertile queens. 
Replace failing queens at once. 

/Weak queen-right colonies may be 


saved by placing them over strong 
colonies with a queen-excluder be- 


i; tween for a few weeks, or may be 


strengthened by adding package bees. 
Defer first exantnation until after 


,a few days of favorable weather con- 


ditions and nectar is coming in freely. 

Outdoor-wintered bees can be ex- 
amined while still in their cases. 

Bees necd large quantities of water 
in the spring. To prevent them having 
to xo long distances for it supply the 
water in some shellered spot in the 
aplary.
